a. Approximately 300,000 in the Antung-Mukden vallroad area and 800 000_ 
in North Korea died as a result of the Bibonic plegue epfdunte 
The number of deaths from plague in these areas was iecredsing and cone 
ditions were most serious in the Manchurlan-North Korean border area.
